The cover picture kindly lent by Mr. Fred Deely was taken around 
1900-1910 and the figure on the doorstep of the Plough was quite 
possibly Eliza Matthews, the landlady. 


Among other taverns and beer houses which have disappeared over the 
years, presumably for reasons of economics, are the Three Horseshoes 
in New Street which became John Compton's fish and poultry shop; 
directly opposite was the Volunteer, closed in 1966 and now the Hotel 
Russell; the Ship in the Horsefair, still recognised by its stone 
mounting step; the Bishop's Arms in Goose Green (now the Mount ) 
possibly had another ee shop below it; King Alfred Antiques in 
Chapel Square is remembered by many as Mr. Bert Weaver's grocery 
store - before that it was. another beer house. Yet another was on 
the site of Tucker's Stores and even the Leadenporch House is 
reputed to have been in use as a beer shop in the 1830's. And the 
former Exhibition Inn in the Horsefair, distinguished by its fine 
{oth century stone: arched doorway, was bought as a private house in 
1901 by the father of Mr. “Sid Canning of Philcote Street. Cees.

PARISH COUNCIL NOTHS: MBETING OF 23 MARCH 1977 


1. A letter has been received from Mrs. P. Lightbody of 32, The 
Daedings, expressing concern over Deddington's worsening rubbish 
situation, and questioning whether there are enough litter bins 
in the village, apart from outside the shops. Mrs. Lightbody has 
offered to organise funds to help provide bins and pay for 
emptying them if the Parish Council will meet the cost half way. 
She thinks it unsuitable for the Brownies to undertake litter 
collections which they are planning as part of. their Jubilee 
contribution. Mrs. Bouverie, who. had been sent an extract from 
the letter, commented that she has had no objections from parents 
and the collections, started the previous Saturday , are to con=' 
tinue. Councillors were unanimous in. their praise ror the 
Brownies who did a fine job in the pouring rains 


A letter of reply is to be sent to Mrs. Lightbody, pointing out - °- 
that the Council has spent £100 in providing bins, some of which 
have been removed or destroyed by vandals, and asking what is 
proposed in the way of fund raising. 


2. Mr. Michael O'Neill and Mr. Rodney Hayward have resigned as the 
Parish Council representatives on Deddington Adult Education 
Centre Committee (formerly Deddington Hall Management Committee). 
Mr. Norman Drake has agreed to fill one position and one vacancy 
remains. Mr. Drake was also nominated for election to the 
Executive Committee of the Oxfordshire Association of Local 
Councils. 


3. The Deddington Royal British Legion Club Ltd.. application under 
the Physical Training and Recreation Act 1937 for grant aid towards 
financing the new extension to their premises: the Club Secretary 
has supplied details of the bank and brewery loans, the nature 
of security required and the uses to which the new clubroom will 
be put. Letters of objection from residents in The Tchure and 
High Street were read out, protesting that the scheme would mean 
increased disturbance from noise overspill, car parking and 
numbers of people using The Tchure to approach the Club. The 
Clerk pointed out that the land on which the extension is pro-~ 
posed belonss not to the Deddington Royal British Legion Club 
Ltd., but to the Royal British Legion Branch, as Long as that 
Branch exists. Club and Branch are separate entities, and the 
Branch Trustees can neither lease the land to the Club, nor 
mortgage it themselves.. As the Club does not own the land 
therefore they cannot deposit the deeds as loan security as they 
will be required to do by the brewery or bank. Nor, under the 
terms ofthe planning permission already eranted, can the 
premises be hired out, so that this income could not be relied 
upon in paying off: the loans. The Council felt that the British 
Legion Club is attempting the impossible in planning to build 
on land they do not one and the application for grant aid was 
rejected.

Last year the Parish Council formed a sub-committee to rationalise 
the parish footpaths and to produce a system of good country walks 
which would be compatible with the efficiency of local farming. 
These footpaths originated in the days when country people walked 
often considerable Gistances to and from work, but through lack 
of use many have now deteriorated to a chaotic state. At a time 
when "crusading" SReu Thy 2roups were seeking to enforce their 
right of access, the sub-committee was set up to bring the public 
and farming interests together in a spirit of conciliation. 


At its first meetin;, a letter was drafted to farmers and landowners 
asking for surgestions, and a number of replies were received. My 
own enquiries at the Cherwell District Council offices produced a 
letter from the Legal Department setting out the requirements ror 
closure or re-routing of a path, together with a su. »ly of relevant 
forms. Wnat is required of us is that each and every application 
must be acc companied by ite less than 22 copies of a map to a scale 
of 24 inches to the mile! This, by its vastness precludes the 
type of en bloe application origi nally envisaged. 1% was therefore 
decided that individual landowners would have to pursue their own 
applications. 


The question of. whether the committee should act as consultant 
co-ordinator and adviser was considered. The advice of our Clerk, 
whose legal experience we must acknowledge, was that the Council 
should not become Secin cd, Should conflicts occur between the 
public or amenity groups and farmers, then it should be left to 
the individual ad tone to. solve, if necessary through the Courts, 
resulting perhaps in a test case somewhere or other. ‘(This was 
acknowledgod to be more than a local problem). Replies are being 
sent to those who wrote, regretting that the original project has 
had to be abandoned and giving the reasons.
